THE rO3SIBlLlTIKS OF PItOVIDENCE. 


Soiuo days since, wo felt it to bo our duty 


to call attention to the growing population, 
wealth and varied industry of Ithode Island, 
Vfhon wo referred to fiorue of tho great com- 
mercial centres that had existed in ancient 
and in lattor times, that rose to opulence, 
and after llourishiug for goueralioua, with 
increasing greatness and power,had decayed 
from natural causes, from changes iu tho 
path of commorco, aud in the direction nnd 
the character of trade. Our rejections and 
observations woro sugge&tod by the census. 
\Ve maguanimbusly declared, in tho outset, 
that wo had no disposition to alarm tho 
sleepy burghers of Jtoston, or to needlessly 
depress tho value of tho real estate in Wall 
street.

A NEW STYLE OF LIFE BOAT. 


Within a fow days a now model of life 


boat has been launched ou tho Merrimack, 
which it ia believed is the best thing ever 
yet constructed for the purpose of saving 
life in case of shipwreck. 
The boat in its 


construction ia a development of the ideas 
of Mr. P. B. Curtis, a man who has had 
much experience at sea, and possesses a 
practical knowledge of tbe gre»t public \vnnt 
of more sure means of safety in case of /ic- 
cident. His invention as exhibited in the 
practical model jus^ produced is fully ap- 
probated by all soa K^iug men who havo ex- 
amined it, aud a test of its capacity ami 
powers is now only waitsd for. 


The boat was built ot tho shipyard of 


John U. Tillon, with n view to testing its 
merits. Tho boat is 17 feet long, extreme 
breadth of beam 0 feet, ami ;1 feet 1 inches 
deep. A boot-shaped float is iu (ho centre, 
13 feet long, 11 feet wide aud 1G inches deep, 
divided into eight water-tight compartments,1 
which displace twenty-nix cubit feet of 
water. This is secured to tho koolson, and 
its upper surface makes tho central portion 
of the deck. 


Ou each biilo of the float is a water 


chamber three inches in breadth, opening 
downward on oaoh side of tho keelson nud 
upward on tho boat's deck, constructed at 
Buoli nn angle that tho water is not visible 
in the boat. As it nits on tlie water thoso 
compartments are filled to the depth of II! 
inches, and in fiomo measure servo to stiflou 
the position of the boat and form its ballast. 
The belief is that in cane of shipping n sea 
entirely burying tin boat it would rise at 
onoo, emptying the flood through tho water 
chambers.
